September 2007 and a review of the cited prior art, Examiners concur with applicant's representative that the Mengozzi 
reference is not related to the claimed invention and that the motivation to replace anti-CD3 stimulated T cell culture 
media with anti-CD3/CD28 co-stimulated mediua is not readily manifested in this reference. Examiners are currently 
re-evaluating the prior art to decide whether to issue a supplemental Office Action.
